1. To choose all necessary Town officers and School District officers 
for the ensuing year. 

And, on the twelfth day of March next at ten o’clock in the forenoon to 
act upon the following subjects: 

2. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawals from 
Revenue Sharing Funds, established under the provision of the State and 
Local Assistance Act of 1972, for use as set-offs against the amount 
indicated, or take any action thereon: 


1. To Offset Town Officers Expenses $12,651.00 
2. To Offset Police General Expenses 12,651.00 
3. To Offset Highway General Expenses 12,653.95 
Total $37,955.95 


3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $40,000.00 to 
establish a Capital Reserve Highway Fund to finance the anticipated costs 
of reconstruction of Shaker Road and Summer Street. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the withdrawal of 
$39,500.00 from the Capital Reserve Bridge Fund to replace the Oak Hill 
Road Bridge. 

5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of $4,000.00 for 
the Tilton-Northfield Revitalization Association Fund. The expenditure of 
these funds will be at the discretion of the Selectmen. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to form a 
committee to investigate the building needs of all Town buildings and to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000.00 to cover any professional fees 
which may be incurred. 

7. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 106-C, to 
authorize and permit the Chief of Police to extend assistance in time of 
emergency to any other county or municipality. 

8. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 160, to 
authorize and permit the Tilton-Northfield Fire District to administer and 
issue permits for pyrotechnic (fireworks) displays within the Town. 

9. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 
for a real estate tax lien procedure. These statutes provide that tax sales to 
private individuals for nonpayment of property taxes on real estate are 
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replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under which only a munici- 
pality or county where the property is located or the state may acquire a tax 
lien against land and buildings for unpaid taxes. (By Ballot) 

10. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 674:5, to 
authorize the Planning Board to prepare, amend and adopt a Capital 
Improvements Plan and to authorize the Board to expend the funds neces- 
sary to implement the Plan. 

11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire an 
Administrative Assistant. 

12. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire a Code 
Enforcement Officer who will administer compliance with zoning and plan- 
ning regulations and other duties as designated by the Board of Selectmen.

18. To see if the Town will vote to authorize prepayments of taxes and 
authorize the Tax Collector to accept payments in prepayment of taxes. 

19. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Tax Collector to 
discount by 2% any amount in taxes due when said taxes are paid within 30 
days of the date of billing. 

20. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 

21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to administer 
or dispose of any real estate that may be acquired through the Tax Collec- 
tor’s deeds. 

22. To transact any business that may legally come before said meeting.

To the Board of Selectmen 


We have examined the general purpose financial statements of the Town of 
Northfield, New Hampshire and the combining fund financial statements of 
the Town as of and for the year ended December 31, 1986, as listed in the 
table of contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally 
accepted auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the 
accounting records and such other auditing procedures as we considered 
necessary in the circumstances. 


As described in Note 1B, the general purpose financial statements referred 
to above do not include the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts, which 
should be included to conform with generally accepted accounting principles. 
The amount that should be recorded in the General Fixed Assets Account 
Group is not known. 


In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group of 
Accounts results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the above 
paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present 
fairly the financial position of the Town of Northfield, New Hampshire, at 
December 31, 1986 , and the results of its operations for the year then ended, 
in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles applied on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year. Also, in our opinion, the 
combining fund financial statements referred to above present fairly the 
financial position of each of the funds of the Town of Northfield, New 
Hampshire, at December 31, 1986, and the results of operations of such 
funds for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted account- 
ing principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 


Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the 
general purpose financial statements taken as a whole and on the combining 
fund financial statements. The accompanying financial information listed as 
supporting schedules in the table of contents is presented for purposes of 
additional analysis and is not a required part of the financial statements of 
the Town of Northfield, New Hampshire. Such information has been sub- 
jected to the auditing procedures applied in the examination of the general 
purpose and combining fund financial statements and, in our opinion, is 
fairly stated in all material respects in relation to the financial statements of 
each of the respective funds taken as a whole.

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Hall Memorial Library Report 
Public Library for Tilton and Northfield 
Centennial Year 1886-1986 


Hall Memorial Library celebrated one-hundred years of service this past 
year. Mary Hall Cummings gave $10,000 for the building and Mrs. Charles 
E. Tilton gave the land. The beautiful brick, granite and sandstone build- 
ing, of Queen Anne architecture with stained glass windows, was completed 
in 1885, but actually opened in 1887. It is named in honor of Dr. Adino Brack- 
ett Hall, a highly respected physician of the Northfield-Tilton area and of 
Boston. He was a graduate of Dartmouth Medical School and served vali- 
antly as a volunteer surgeon during the Civil War. He was the first to reject 
the old medical practice of withholding cold water from typhoid sufferers, 
and one of the first to utilize ether as an anesthesia. The library was planned 
from the beginning to be a public library supported by the two towns. For 
the first time in history, the library budget was cut by one town last year. 
However, at a budget hearing in Tilton Town Hall on October 21, several 
citizens spoke up for increased services and expanded library facilities to meet 
the towns’ growing population. 

For the Old Home Day Parade on June 27, a float was devised with a 
giant (6 x 4’) book standing open, showing the international library logos 
on the cover. Inner pages, thanks to Cindy Murphy’s artistry, included pic- 
tures of Adino Brackett Hall and the library bearing his name. The North- 
field Historical Society sponsored this project. Display of the book on the 
library lawn on Oct. 21 and later helped call attention the the Annual Book 
Sale sponsored by the Friends of the Library. 

Co-operative libraries and the community enjoyed hearing the famous au- 
thor of children’s books, Richard Peck, speak at the Tilton School during 
Library Week last April. The library continued to offer story hours and free 
film programs throughout the year. The summer reading program was “Bone 
Up on Books!” and the twenty or so eager readers who participated attend- 
ed the final party on August 26, enjoying games, refreshments and sharing 
outstanding book reviews.
